City of Elba begins $4

The City of Elba is embarking 
On a massive $4 million capital 
improvement plan at the Carl 
Folsom Airport. Notification of 
the first federal grant money 
was received by Elba Mayor 
James Grimes on Monday of 
this week. 

The $240,000 grant is to 
acquire land needed to bring the 
existing airport facility within’ 
federal safety guidelines. 

The overall expansion and 
upgrade project is designed as a 
five year plan, The first phase 
(2005) is the land: acquisition 
and obstruction removal, There 
are nine property owners who 
have some land that will be 
acquired in the expansion proj- 
ect. The FAA considers the 
mobile. homes at the north end 
of the existing runway as 
obstructions because — they 
endanger the lives of those. in 
the trailers, as well as the fliers. 
This hazard must be removed 
for the FAA to fund any work at 
the airport, or even continue 
approving it for flights. The City 
of Elba has already purchased 
the Beaver Dam Mobile Home 
Park and is. in the process of 
moving the mobile homes out of 
the area. Trees in the flight path, 
including the pecan trees in the 
trailer park, also will be 
removed in this phase.

As the meeting opened a sched- 
ule of the individual completion dates on the eleven segments from 
Enterprise to Andalusia was passed out. Earlier we had seen the 
schedule and was bothered that some bids were not to be let until 
2007. Now the schedule has three paving segments set for 
November 2009! Two of those segments are right here in Elba, the 
other one is from Enterprise to New Brockton. The group was 
assured it probably wouldn't be that long, but our personal fears are 
that it will be even longer. While the communities involved would 
like the. work done NOW, think about the bind this puts on those 
homeowners and businesses which are being adversely impacted by 
this continued delaying of positive action: 


The latest we have heard on the closed Troy Highway is that it will 
reopen this week. However the rain has already delayed the work 
some and could postpone the reopening even longer. Either way it 
appears that this will soon be behind us, Anyone got any suggestions 
as to what should be the main thing to worry about now? 


In spite of the negative happenings that make better conversation, 
there are many positive signs around Elba. Not the least is the low 
unemployment rate in Coffee County. Also the city is moving for- 
ward with a major $4 million airport project; the all new, state-of- 
the-art animal diagnostic lab is nearing completion; Toledo Molding 
is advertising for more employees; talks are ongoing and promising 
on someone to purchase and reopen the Dorsey Trailer plant (a del- 
egation of state and local officials. flew West to meet with the CEO 
of a prospective buyer Monday); an additional water well and tank 
are in process of completion; major road improvements are sched- 
tiled for the Lower Curtis Road (a positive impact for the chip mill 
and ever expanding Kelley Foods); four-laning of US 84 will get 
completed one day, even if not as soon as most of us would like, The 
list goes on and on. It only needs the little pushes each of us can give 
occasionally for it all to come together with a resounding bang.

Elba Lions Club members receive update on 911 services

Marvin MclLwain, — an 
employee of the Coffee County 
Emergency Communications 
(911) board spoke to the Elba 
Lions Club at the Tuesday 
evening, Jan. 11, meeting. 

MciLwain updated club mem- 
bers on progress made and 
future plans for the county's 911 
program, 

Although admitting to being a 
bit biased, MclLwain said he 
feels Coffee County has the best 
911 system, as well as, the best 
road numbering in the State of 
Alabama, 

In its most modern form, he 
said the county’s 911 system 
simply gave residents a central 
number (911) to call if they 
needed help. He said when the 
call rang the dispatch center, the 
caller had to give his/her loca- 
tion to the dispatcher before 
emergency personnel could be 
dispatched. 

MclLwain said the county 
upgraded to Enhanced 911 (E- 
911) a few years ago. This 
allowed dispatch centers to gain 
more information when some- 
one called for help. He. said E- 
911 required all residences in the 
county to be assigned a number 
address that was coincided with 
the telephone number for that 
address. 

McILwain said the residence 
address displayed on a dispatch 
screen along with the telephone 
number when someone dialed 
for help. This allowed emer- 
gency personnel know where the 
call was coming from even if the 
person calling was not able to 
provide the information. 

MelLwain said Coffee County 
has two dispatch centers for E- 
911 - Elba and Enterprise, and 
each has a certain portion of the 
county which it covers. 

By the end of this year, he said 
the county hopes to add another 
feature to E-911. He said a map 
display. will be added which will 


use a dot on the map to show the’ 


dispatcher the exact location of 

the house in which the emer- 

gency call has been placed.

changed drastically, but cell 
phones have created a problem 
for 911,” 

He said cell phones have 
made it difficult for emergency 
dispatchers to gain all the infor- 
mation needed at the time the 
call is placed, and often times a 
cell phone call may be routed to 
the wrong dispatch center which 
ultimately slows the response 
time. However, MciLwain said 
advances aré being made to 
improve 911 use with cell 
phones. 

By the end of this year, he said 
the county hopes to have tech- 
nology in place to allow cell 
phone calls made from a cell 
phone with the GPS feature to be 
up-to-date with E-911 calls 
made from a hard line phone 
(home or business phones). If a 
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cell phone has the GPS feature, 
the call will be routed to the cor- 
rect dispatch area and the com- 
puter's display map will pin- 
point the location the call is 
being made from whether it be at 
a house, in the woods or any- 
where else. 

MclILwain stressed, however, 
that this service will only be for 
cell phones that have the GPS 
feature. He said cell phone cus- 
tomers should ask their service 
provider if their phone. is 
equipped with this service. 

He did warn, however, that 
prepaid cell plrones continue to 
be a “thorn in the side” for 911. 
MclILwain said prepaid cell 
phones. work in. 911. circum- 
stances as long as the caller can 
talk to the dispatcher, but if that 
call is disconnected, he said the

With songs by the 
late Harry Chapin (who wrote 
Cats in the Cradle), the musical 
ran off-Broadway in 1983 
before setting off on a four-year 
U.S. tour and was the longest- 
running show in the history of 
Dallas, Texas.

“This 
show captures so much of what 
the South is all about — not just 
the country-fried: qualities but 
the personal values and humor, 
too.

In the letter, Riley said the 
city’s FY2005 application for 
Federal Transportation 
Enhancement funds has been 
approved for the city square 
sidewalk improvements in’ the 
amount of $349,444.87, 

“L-am_very pleased to advise 


you of the award of these funds 
to this worthwhile project,’ 
Riley said. 

The sidewalk improvements 
have been a goal for the overall 
downtown revitalization project 
for the City of Elba for quite 
some time, and news of the 
awardance of the enhancement 
funds was happily accepied. 

“We are really excited,” said 
Kaye Whitworth, executive 


director of the Elba C hamber of 


Commerce. “I believe this proj- 
ect will really enhance the 
downtown area.” 

The total cost-of the project is 


anticipated to be $466,669.15 
with. $117,224.28 being the 
city’s portion of the cost. 
Whitworth said the main idea 
of the project is do create brick 
sidewalks around the downtown 
square.
